In many tra<ies wages pro- 
tected • >y Hureements have not been 
out, and employment is still cer- 
tain, and tlioso lucky foielianded 
persons are enjoying a ournival of 
buying in at low prices with high 
waijes.

ASOIBNTIFIO DEFBN8K. 

AN INCIDENT OF THE EARLY DAYS 
OF GOLD MINING, IN THE KLON- 
DYKB. 

One of the most interesting trials 
that ever took place in any countiy 
was that of James Stevens in the 
California conns, for theft. The 
ciioumstanoes were as follows: "' 

TItere were four prospectors in 
the Klondike region when the gold 
fever theie was at its heights, 
maong whom Slevens was one. They 
"struck it rich" divided up, and 
started out for the United Slates. 
Juxt befoie leaving, Stevens got 
into a faro game and lost everything 
he had. Winter was coming on, 
and he bid fair to starve unless 
something was done for him. So 
the other three decided to pay him 
so much to guard their dust ou the 
ship and pay his way home to San 
Francisco. They each had their 
share of dust and nuggets accurate- 
ly weighed and then put them into 
a common pile pending, of course, 
their reapportionment on reaoh- 
ing poit. 

This they placed in a strong V>ox, 
which they uailed up aud sealed 
carefully. It was Steven's duty to 
watch this l>y day and sleep by it 
hy night until the destination was 
lesclieil. There was exactly six 
hundred pounds avoirdupois of t e 
gold, sworn *o ity a regular weigher. 
Ii was worth a great (leal of money. 

Well, everything went along 
smoothly until San Francisco was 
readied, Slovens seeming to appre- 
ciate what his former partners were 
doing for him, and guarded his^rust 
jealously. When the ship came into 
port the box was immediately re- 
moved, under the supervision of 
Stevens, to a place for reweighing, 
so that each could take his share 
again and deduct so much for 
Stevens' pay. 

It was found that instead of hav- 
ing six hundred pounds of gold as 
before, there was only a fraction 
over five hundieil and ninety-eight 
pounds. The part^iers were loath to 
distrust Stevens aud so had it re- 
weighetl twice; but wiili ilieMHiue 
result each time. 

Reassured as tlie> «,•!<. di his 
guilt, aud having contempt for such 
iiiKratilu.le, they immediately swore 
out a waiiant for his ai rest. He all 
the lime protested his innocence, 
but was not at)le to account for the 
loss. 

The poor fellow was thrown inio 
prison and held for tiial. Not 
having any money or friends, he 
gave up all hope of being acquitted 
as the circuui.'itantial evidence 
seemed absolutely against him. A 
young lawyer was appointed by the 
court to defend him. This young 
man, Thaddeus Wayne liy name, 
set to work on the se>emin>fly hope- 
less job with great enthusiasm, any- 
how, and plenty of time. 

The case was soon called and all 
the cirouuislantal evidence set foith. 
Wayne did not even question a 
witness. 

When all the testimony was in, 
' Wayne requested the judge to allow 
him to qualify Samuel L John.tton, 
teacher of physics in a high school, 
as an expert witness. The judge, 
not seeing any relation of physics 
to the theft, was about to refuse the 
young man, when a peculiar glim- 
mer iu Ibe latler's eye persuaded 



him to humor the boy. Johnson 
was placed on the stand and the 
followed colloquy enused: 

•'With what does physics deal?" 

" With natural phenomena, or the 
changes iu the stale or condition of 
matter. " 

•' Does the weight of a person 
change as he changes his location on 
the earth?" 

"Yes" 

" Just how Diuch does the weight 
change?" 

" The weight of any body is great- 
est at the poles of the earth, as they 
are the nearer points to the centre. 
It get«] less and less the farther we 
travel toward the equator; for we 
go away from the centre. This ef 
feet is enhanced by the rotation of 
the earth, bodies lending to fly off 
more at the equator than neat the 
poles. The combination of those 
two makes a body weigh one two- 
hu dred-and-eight-uinths less at the 
equator than at the poles, and a 
proportionate amount for distances 
between." 

•• About what fraction of its 
weight would a body lose iu going 
from Cape Nome, Alaska, to San 
Francisco?" 

" I should say about one in three 
huudretl." 

'* Then gold weighing six hundred 
pounds in Nome could not possibly 
weigh over five hundred and ninety 
eight pounds here, could it?" 

•• It could not." 

" It is needless to say that 
Stevens was acquitted l»y this 
evidence. His former partners 
were so sorry for their recent 
suspicion, and so easer to make 
amends, that they not only paid 
him the salary they had promised, 
hut set him up in busiDe^« from 
their ample funds. 

This fact is peculiar tint perfectly 
in accord with reason. It is recogniz 
ed l>y the United States Goveinment. 
Every time bullion is sent fropi 
Washington to the New OrUans 
mint, a certain amount of weight 
Is lost in the mere act of transit. So, 
iu ordei to get the same amount of 
metal in each coin, compensating 
weights or those specially call 
hraied have to l)e used, or else spe- 
cial scales. If the weights are made 
at Washington and sent to New 
Orleans, of cour'e they will lose in 
weight also, and will weigh true on 
a pair of balances. But sprjiiK 
lialances can not be used. — Law- 
rence Hodges, in St. Louis Sundaij 
AfagoKine.

AN APPEAL. 

After five years of warfare, peace 
has come to us at last. But the 
war has had dire results for German 
deaf-mutes. Today the number of 
unemployed in Germany is greater 
than ever. In Berlin there are at 
the present time 400,000 unemploy- 
ed, among whom, unfortunately, are 
many deaf-mutes. Moreover, in 
times of btisiness depression, the 
latter are the first to be discharged 
by their employers and the last to 
be re-employed. Many have been 
out of work for many weeks, are 
without funds, and therefore must 
starve and die. The children of 
deaf-mute parents suffer most, due 
to the fact that during the war they 
were greatly undernourished and 
still very much underfed. The 
Christmas season is now approach- 
ing, but the deaf-mutes of Germany 
will not have an opportunity to 
celetjrate the Yuletide festival. 

I, therefore, most urgently re- 
quest that American deaf-mutes re- 
spond readily to this very impor- 
tant appeal, aud that they kindly 
send their contributions to me, which 
will be distributed indiscriminately 
among the needy and suffering 
mutes of Germany. 

The low rate of exchange of the 
German mark will make it possible 
to distribute a considerably large 
sum to the local poor. 

Trusting that this appeal will 
meet with a hearty response on the 
part of American deaf-mutes, I re- 
main.

Rev. John Chambkrlain, D.D,, 
Vicar of St. Ann'« Church for Deaf- 
Mutes, General Manager of the 
Chtlrcb Mission to Deaf- Mutes, 
patient, earnest, faithful and efficient 
worker in the temporal and spiritual 
uplift of deaf-mutes, passed away at 
ten minutes to five o'clock on Mon- 
day, January lo, 1921, at the ripe 
age of eighty-two years, one month 
and three days. 

He had been ailing for the past 
four months, but kept bravely and 
tucomplainingly at his work up to 
the time of the Family Dinner of 
the Parishioners, on the evening of 
December 4th, organized and held 
for the purpose of pushing forward 
the Nationwide Campaign of the 
Episcopal Church. Though mani- 
festly weakening he made a vigorous 
address, and as if by premonition 
that his activity in this world was 
Hearing it^ close, be gave to the 
assemblage in a most impressive 
manner " an old man's blessing." 

Rev. Dr. John Chamberlain was 
)x>rn in New Hampshire, December 
7th, 1838, the son of a devout Me- 
thodist minister. When about five 
years of age the family moved to Ver- 
mont. Here he attended the common 
Khools and academies in that State 
until he was prepared to enter the 
.•iopbomore year in college. He also 
taught several terms in the common 
schools of Vermont. 

Restless and enterprising, teach- 
ing palled on him, and he eagerly 
seized the opportunity that offered, 
and turned bis face to the West, the 
wonderland in those old days. In 
company with an elder brother he 
went to western Iowa in the spring 
of 1859, and daring the next two 
years was variously occupied there. 
In 1861, he joined the sophomore 
class of GrLswold College, at Daven- 
port, la. He finished his collegiate 
coarse with high credit, and im- 
mediately pursued the course in the- 
ology necessary for Deacon's Orders. 
Here again be distinguished himself, 
and, graduating lo 1864, and in that 
same year he was ordained to the 
Diaconate 

His reputation as a close and dili- 
gent student gained for him the 
recognition of the Faculty of Grift- 
wold College, and he was induced 
t'> accept a position as teacher in the 
preparatory school attached to the 
college. 

In 1865 Dr. Chamberlain was 
placed in charge of St. Paal'sCharcb, 
Coancil Bluffs, la., and the next year 
was advanced to the priesthood, and 
made rector of St. Paul's Church. 
In 1873 Dr. Chamberlain decided 
to come East, and, in January of 
that year, reached New York, where 
he met the Rev. Dr. Thomas 
Gallaudet, who was sorely in need 
of an assistant.' The work appealed 
to Dr. Chamberlain at once. His 
large heart could emt>race the noble- 
nca* of the ptirpose, and sympathize 



with the brave efforts of Dr. Gal- 
laudet to place the mission on a firm 
basis. Cheerfully be entered upon 
bis labors, and bravely he assumed 
part of the heavy burden and re- 
sponsibility the work involved. 

Dr. Gallaudet found in Dr. 
Chamberlain an able and energetic 
assistant minister. In the autumn 
of the same year. Dr. Chamberlain 
was made Assistant- General Man- 
ager of the Church Mission to Deaf- 
Mutes, continuing as assistant 
minister in St. Ann's Church, where 
his spiritual ministrations have ever 
since been most appreciated. 

In recognition of his attainments 
Washington and Lee University, 
Virigina, conferred on him in 1896 
the degree of Doctor of Divinity. 

The death of the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas Gallaudet, in 1902, was a 
great blow to Dr. Chamberlain. 
His many years of association with 
Y)t. Gallaudet in the work among 
the deaf bad instilled in him a deep 
and lasting affection for that good 
man, to whom no labor seemed too 



was a pastor whose devotion will 
long be remembered. 

He leaves a wife, three daughters 
and a son, besides a multitude of 
deaf and bearing friends, to mourn 
his departure to the better land.

severe when it would be advantage* 
ous to the silent people he loved 
so well. Dr. Chamberlain was 
made General Manager of the 
Church MiHsion to Deaf-Mutes, and 
for nearly nineteen years he has 
borne a double burden , how faith- 
fully and well only his sorrowing 
deaf friends arc competent to testify. 
Dr. Chamberlain was married in 
1866, to .Miss Elizabeth Miller, of 
New Orleans, La., and on August 
nth, 1916, the deaf people of bis 
pari.sb, frhich includes part of New 
Jersey and Connecticut, all of New 
York and Long Island, tendered him 
and Mrs. Chamberlain a reception, 
at St. Ann's Church, 511 West 
148th Street. The spacious Guild 
room was filled with friends, and 
there was a lot of speech-making, 
congratulations and general con- 
versation, and a presentation of 
quite a large sum in gold coin, at 
ibis really happy golden wedding 
anniversary. It was preceded by a 
short religious service in the church 
proper. 

Edmund Chamberlain from whom 
he is directly descended, is first 
mentioned in 1645, ^^ having been 
married that year at Roxville, Mass. 
Dr. Chamberlain is also directly 
descended from Colonels Joseph 
Buckminster, father and son of 
Colonial fame, from Lieutenant 
Uphar of the Pequot War, who 
when Captain Johnson fell mortally 
wounded, succeeded to the command 
and be himself was so badly cut up 
that he died of his wounds, the 
following year, also from Captain] 



Dr. Warren Robinson, a teacher 
at the Wisconsin Institution at 
Delavan for over thirty-six years, 
died at a sanitarium at Savannah, 
Mo., following a surgical operation. 
Warren Robin.son was born on a 
farm at Moscow, Wis. , on June 8, 
1850. Hs became deaf from brain 
fever at the age of eight years. He 
attended a school before becoming 
deaf and also for a short time after- 
wards. When about thirteen years 
of age he entered the Wisconsin In- 
stitution as a pupil, during the 
superintendency of George L. Weed, 
M.A., and later W. H. DeMotte, 
LL. D. He was an exceedingly apt 
pupil and made rapid progress, gra- 
duating in 1879 and entering 
Gallaudet College at Washington in 
the fall of the same year. 

He returned to Delavan, Wis., in 
the year 1884, with the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts, and was im- 
mediately appointed a teacher at bis 
Alma Mater, and continued without 
a break until a few weeks preceding 
his death. 

In 1887 he received the degree of 
Master Arts from Gallaudet, his 
.studies being along the line of Men- 
tal and Moral Science, and the 
subject of his thesis "The Will." 
In 1916 Gallaudet College conferred 
on him the degree of Doctor of 
Letters. 

He was a prolific writer on 
educational topics, having always a 
decided bent towards the practical 
in accomplishment. 

He wrote an article in 1885 for 
the " Wisconsin Journal of Educa- 
tion," entitled "The Education of 
the Deaf in America." He contri- 
buted to the " Educator" for a year, 
and on the Wisconsin School paper 
his work stood out prominently for 
oocaracy in presentation and bril- 
liancy in expression. 

He was greatly interested in Man- 
ual Training at Schools for the Deaf, 
and at the Convention of the Ameri- 
can Association of Teachers of the 
Deaf, held at the Michigan Institu- 
tion at Flint in 1895, be read a 
paper upon "The History and Scope 
of Manual Training." At this Con- 
vention be was chosen head of the 
Industrial Section.

The hearing people as a rule, 
know very little about the deaf, and 
their ability and needs. It is well 
worth considering what it is that 
makes deaf persons happy. 

There is no disgrace in being deaf. 
Deafnes.^ implies no mental or so- 
cial inferiority, thongh like almost 
every other physical disability, it 
may make life, at times, fearfully 
bard. Although one is without 
hearing, nature has conferred upon 
him such {xiwers and faculties as 
will enable him to follow various 
branches of industry, and that is his 
consolation. Whether the deaf are 
happy or auhappy, depends upon 
their state of mind. The same ap- 
pli«B to those who bear. 

In spite of their affliction, the 
deaf preserve a demeanor of pa- 
tience and resignation which the suf- 
ferer from — say toothache — does not 
display. They are kind and willing 
to do something for others. They 
have a fund of philosophy which 
helps them to bear their infirmity, 
and are inclined to be considerate of 
those who suffer. 

It is true that the deaf are handi- 
capped and do not have some real 
advantages that the hearing have, 
but they should merely strive the 
harder to make up for them The 
deaf need not achieve wo 
things or become great per 
high in the esteem of the world ; it 
matters \)e not whether they are king 
or j)easant They can do noble and 
honorable work. Their whole 
future life and happiness depends 
upon their education and morals and 
chosen occupation. 

In thf- vorld \)f< ;^le 

freely in as well - lal 

life. They seek people of their own 
social condition, their own churches, 
fraternal orders, clubs, and even 
nationality. 

In large cities, the deaf have a 
colony of their own. They have 
their own church .services and 
regular Sunday SchcK)!, clubs, frater- 
nities, socials, dances and numerous 
other entertainments, which help to 
make life gay and worth living. 

Certainly the deaf need social 
life of the right kind, and not only 
•boald not shun social intercour.se 
with bearing people, but should keep 
versed in world events as well a» in 
kxal occurrences. Calling and re- 
ceiving calls, parties, picnics, excur- 
sions, boating, hunting, fishing, 
driving, walking, auto-riding, moun- 
tain climbing, horseback riding, and 
even theatre going — all with con- 
genial companions— are a source of 
pleasure and profit to the deaf. 

The deaf when rM^)',<ifiii;ing the u.s- 
ual social accom; ts of danc- 

ing, a knowledge oi <.<ii<isand being ' coiomentH 
familiar with social usage, get along 
very nicely in the society of the hear- 
ing. Deaf men and women are often 
very popular at social functions. 

All out-door-sports and pleasures 
may be shared by the deaf. There 
are always books of mutual interest 
to talk about. Love of nature, too, 
brings deaf and bearing close to- 
gether. 

The deaf can converse with the 
bearing by the use of the manual 
alphabet. They should teach hear- 
ing people to ase it. The hearing 
people are often at a loss to know 
bow to entertain the deaf. There 
are many hearing persons able and 
willing to interpret in this way all 
that goes on. The deaf enjoy lec- 
tures, addresses and services, when 
interpreted. 

The deaf connot bear mnsic, bat 
they can read poems. They can 
read sermons and lectures, and un- 
doubtedly get more from them than if 
they had beard them. 

A school for the deaf eooourages 
and mantains athletic relation.ship 
between the pupils and high school 
students or college students, there- 
by bringing about better feeling and 
uoderstanding and friendship. 

The deaf children— most of them 
— are sensitive and morose. In my 
opJotoo, the fact that they can not 
hear, makes them more sensitive, 
and they do not always understand 
the meaning of words and jokes and 
make a great fuss over something 
that a bearing child would not 
think of again. 

The bashful deaf children not 
only appear to disadvantage, but 
actually -"W-' -.v.-.. ... .i.-. presence

ly sriscs irom ineir excessive self- 
consciotuness and painful impression 
that every one is looking at them 
and talking about tbem. The only 
•are method of curing this distress- 
tag malady lies not so much in 
teaching the child to have more con- 
fidence in himself, but rather to eli- 
tatnate ail the thoughts of his own 
persoBsiity and to give his whole at- 
tention to the other people — to in- 
%t himself in the purstiits and 
pieAMures of other people, - n 
whatever is under discussion

It is not surprising that semi- 
mutes, though able to talk, prefer 
the society of the deaf to the society 
of the hearing. It is noticeable that 
in most cases a deaf couple is happi- 
er than a deaf person and a hearing 
person who mnrry. It stands to 
reason — it is natural — that the deaf 
have the same sympathy and fel- 
low feeling for each other and the 
same interest in everything. 

A lonely deaf person in the 
country oftentimes loses ambition 
and lives from day to day without 
any particular aim in life. He is 
apt to degenerate intellectually, 
knowing or caring about little else 
than to live upon his farm products. 
A p' rson of this character should 
go to the city to get work suited to 
his particular ability, and he should 
enjoy good society. 

What the deaf need most is to get 
out into the world and see and be 
seen. Coming in contact with the 
people of a large city and being 
broad-minded and active will do 
them good. Our ot)servation has 
been that many deaf p>er8ons go 
from the country to the city and 
change very much for the better. 

The deaf in the country, who are 
successful in farming and have good 
society, .should not go to the city. 
They can ride in their automobiles 
to their hearts' content. 

It |>ays the deaf person to go to a 
big city, where there is deaf society, 
so that he may get much more out 
of life. And l>est of all, churches 
where progressive and intelligent 
deaf preachers are employed, and the 
various organizations for the better- 
ment and uplifting of the deaf have 
a great hold upon them 

A deaf person should not miss 
good opportunities for advancement 
and the joys of life. It is a great 
mistake for the deaf to be secluded 
from society or depressed by soli- 
tude, when there are opportunities 
for the betterment of their social 
life. 

I do not mean to say that the deaf, 
as a cla.ss, are i.solated and unhappy, 
but I will say that I do know a 
number of deaf persons myself who 
are "that way Considering the dis- 
advantages of the handicap under 
which the deaf suffer, it is wonder- 
ful how successful they are in 
different walks of life. There are a 
great many deaf persons who are 
jolly and lively and happy.
